A  ready  helpmate  for  this  very  purpose  has  recently  come  to  our 
attention.  Titled  "The  Collectors  Organizer,"  it's  a  handsome, 
hard-bound,  vinyl-covered,  three-ring  portfolio  measuring  10-1/4"  x 
11-1/2."  Index  tabs  divide  it  into  eight  sections  covering  numerous 
aspects  of  collecting,  to  wit:  Description  and  History,  Photographs, 
Inventory,  Collection  Highlights,  Value  Record,  Purchase  Planner,  Dealers 
and  Suppliers,  and  References.  The  Organizer  comprises  more  than  50  pages 
plus  magazine  pockets  and  page  protectors,  and  sells  for  $15,  plus  52.75 
handling  and  shipping.
